On the day of our last issue we were 
called upon professionally by a young 
man named Joseph Loveless, a deaf 
mute, and our services solicited on his 
behalf...

A writ of “Habeas Corpus” was taken 
out before his honor Elias Smith, 
Probate Judge of Great Salt Lake 
County, on behalf of the prisoner on 
Monday, and the hearing upon it con- 
tinued till Tuesday 2 p.m.

FROM IRON COUNTY. 


Mrsers. Eorronrs:—As Iron county seems, in 
the opinion of many, a sort of terra incognita, 
perhaps a few historical i'ems from this portion 
of Utah may be of interest to the subscribers of 
the MounTAINEER. 

On the 13th day of January, 1851, a company 
of about 119 persons, led by Col. G. A. Smith, 
arrived upon the spot upon which Parowan is 
now located, after having toiled through snows 
over mountain passes and wilderness plains for 
250 miles, and encountering intensely cold 
weather. At this time, with the exception of 
small forte nt Provo, Spriagville and Manti, 
there was no settlement south of G.8. L. City. 
Arrived at the Little Sait Lake, Col. Smith and 
covpany set to work in earnest, and in a few 
months roade were made into the kanyons, a 
field fenced, cleared and sowed; some 60 miles 
water diiches made, a saw mill erected, and 
commodious meeting-house and many private 
dwellings, and much other labor performed in- 
cidental to a new settlement. In November, 
1851, company left Parowan, made a setile- 


peace was made with the Indians. At the 
earnest solicitation of the travelers five of the 
best interpreters accompanied them on their 
jourasy to preserve them from the Indians, 
which they succesefally eccomplished until their 
arrival at the Big Muddy, in New Mexico, when 
a body of several hundred Indians succeeded in 
stampeding and driving off a large number of 
cattle from the train. The interpreters nar- 
rewly escaped. Had it not been for the untiring 


| exertions of Col. Dame and other leading men 


in behalf of the company, for a period of two 
weeks, it would! have unquestionably shared the 
melancholy fate of the one which preceded it. 

Nothing of interest occurred from thie time 
until the spring of 1859, when Judge Craiile- 
baugh came here with several companies of 
soldiers, declaring to the inhabitante that we 
“might sow, but should not reap.” By what. 
authority the honorable Judge entered this rele 
of court, | have not yet learned. Major Prince, 
who arrived from California about the same time 
with a detachment of troops, said ‘that if he had 
the power, he would kill every man, woman and 
child in southern Utah, and lay waste the 
whole country—that we were all guilty of the 
Mountain Meadow massacre. Condemnation 
before trial is certainly a more expeditious, but 
questionable, mode of procedure, especially in 
capital cases. 

At present all is peace and quiet with us, and 
unless modern civilization finds its way among 
us, it may continue go. J. H. M.

ON IMPROVEMENTS. 
Messas. Evirons or rue Mourtainerr:— 

The inhabitants of Utah Territory have been 
justly awarded praise by travelers, for the great 
improvemen's wroughtin this “howling wilder- 
ness,”’ “a thoussnd miles from home.”’ But in my 
opinion much more might have been done, ce 
pecially in some partes of the Territory. I wil; 


which is capable of sustaining fully one third 
more of a population than Great Salt Lake 
county. It is asection of our Territory that’ 
naturally, has great water privileges, as the 


ment on Coal Creek, and commenced the Iron 
Works, while Joel H. Johnson and a few others 
made a settlement at Johnson's Springs. Pros- 
perity crowned the labore of the inhabitants, 
and at the beginning of the Indian war of 1853, 
several other settlements had been formed in 
Iron and Washington counties. It being con- 
sidered advisable to concentrate, several settle- 
ments were abandoned and the dwellings totally 


Weber and Ogden, and a number of smaller 
streams, flow through it towards Salt Lake, 
which, if arrested in their course and properly 
directed, would be made a blessing to thousands, 
and among them, quite a number of the in- 
habitants of our large cities, who at present have 
no farms, and no means of subsistence, except 
what they obtain by job-work. But here I am 
paiafully reminded that the surplus population 


destroyed. Paragoonah, Johnson’s end Kanar- 
rah shared this fate, involving a great loss of 
labor and means, but the policy was doubtless 
the best that could have been adopted under the 
circumstances. In 1854 the people commenced 
fortifying Parowan and Cedar; at the former 
place with an earth wall 6 feet thick at the base 
end 12 ft. high, and at the latter place with an 
adobie wall. For this purpose the citizens as- 
sembied and imposed upon themeelves a volun- 
lary tax, amounting in the aggregate to sixteen 
and twe-thirds per cent. The city was enclosed 
with @ wall 8 to 12 feet high, and gates were 
erected and locked at night. For the first time 
since the settlement of the county, the citizens 
discontinued guarding and locking the city gates 
at night, and rested In security. In the year 
1855 tue grasshoppers destroyed the crops, there 
being only about 20 bushels of wheat raised in 
the entire field, of which fifteea were grown by 
J. K. Perramore, a lame men. 

Prosperity again dawned upon the settlements, 
but the difficulties of 1857 produced a alight in- 
terruption ip the peaceful lebors of the inbabi- 
tants. Sec. Floyd says in his Report, speaking 
of the Uteb troubles, that “all the deluded mem- 
bers of the Mormon sect were collected from 
remote settlementa’’ to oppose the U.S. troops 
in the mountains. As none of the inhabitants 
ot this portion of the Territory were honored by 
« call at the time referred to, it is of course pre- 
sumable that we southerners are not included in 
that unfortunate class of “deluded Mormons” 


of our large cities are not (he only sufferers in 
consequence of a lack of enterprise; for, quile a 
large number in this very Weber county, to my 
certain knowledge, are without farms, and yet 
there ig an abundance of excellent Jand not fenc- 
ed in, to say nothing of hundreds of acres that 
are enclosed, but not cultivated. For be it 
known, there are men who have claims enclosed, 
mot more than one third of which is used as 
plongh land, although in some cases al! might be 
most successfully cultivated. The practice of 
having large unimproved land claims, while some 
persons are without more than « smal) garden, 
is to be very much deplored. This, however, is 
a subject I do not particularly wieh to dwell 
upon; more able pens than mine have frequently 
very forcibly written upon it. To return: this 
lack of enterprise in whet are commonly called 
leading men, and who are looked up to as such» 
has caused many to go to Cache Valley, where 
they may have a chance to bestow their wi ling 
labor in making improvements. If claims al- 
ready enclosed were put under cultivation, and 
if land not yet enclosed were improved, and ca- 
nals were made for its irrigation, the county 
would increase in wealth, population and infla- 
ence, and industriogs men would not be compel- 
led for many years at least to go fo Cache Valley, 
er any other place, so remote from our produce 
markets.
